ELIMINATION OF RELIGIOUS ILLITERACY 
. Without in any way neglecting the movement under 
way in Alabama to eliminate illiteracy among adults, the 
Alabama Council of «Religious Education has undertaken 
a plan to enlist the interest and support of the public in 
Ykpe extension of religious teaching among children^ 
that every child in the state shall have an opportunit 
tha^every child in the state shall have an opportunity to 
be taught the fundamental principles of the Christian re 
ligion. 
The Council points out that it is in the rural sections

YOUR INCOME TAX 
Traveling expenses form an important item in the re­ 
turns of many taxpayers. 
The revenue aet of 19&4 pro­ 
vides that traveling expenses, including Bfcilroad fares and 
che entire amount expended for meals and lodging when 
away from home solely on a business trip may be de­ 
ducted by a taxpayer from gross income in determining 
« •t Incoo» upon which thp to* is to be assessed. 
On a 
journey for other tban business purposes, railroad fares 
ire personal expenses and the cost of meals and lodgings 
ire living expenses. Therefore, they can not be deducted. 
If a salesman is not reimbursed by his employer for his 
.raveling expenses, or if employed on a commission basis 
with no expense allowance, his entire traveling expenses 
nay be deducted from gross income. If he receives a sal­ 
ary and is also repaid for traveling expenses, he should 
nclude in his return of gross income the amount of repay­ 
ment and may deduct such expenses. 
A salesman receiving a salary and an allowance for 
meals and lodging should include the allowance in gross 
income, from which may be deducted the cost of meals 
ind lodging.

Only such traveling expenses as are “reasonable and 
necessary in the conduct of the business and directly at­ 
tributable to it,” nuty be deducted. 
Examples are pay­ 
ment for the use of a sample room, or the hire of ve­ 
hicles used in visiting customers. 
A taxpayer claiming á deduction for 
traveling 
ex* 
nenses must attach to his return a statement showing the 
íature of the business in whiC? engaged; number of days 
away from home during the "taxable year on account of 
business; total amount of expenses incident to meals and 
odging while absent from home on business; total amount 
of other expenses incident to travel and claimed as a de­ 
tection. Among the “other expenses” are tips, which are 
held to be a part of traveling expenses, provided they are 
reasonable in amount. 
Claims for traveling expenses must be 
substantiated 
whefc required by the Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
by records showing in detail the amount and nature of 
the expenses incurred. 
Suburbanites who commute daily from their homes to 
their places of business are not permitted to deduct the 
zost of transportation, it being a personal expense.
